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CROP  PROSPECTS. 

Winter  grain  crops  in  Europe  and  ITorth  Africa  are  still  reported  to  be  in 
satisfactory  condition. 

Total  sowings  of  •.-•inter  rye  reported  to  date  amount  to  25,079,000  acres 
which  is  321,000  acres  or  about  one  per  cent  less  than  in  the  same  countries  last 
year.    The  acreage  for  these  countries  represents  57  per  cent  of  the  total 
world  area  of  winter  and  spring  rye-  last  year  excluding  Russia. 

Spring  sowing  is  progressing  in  Prance  and  Italy,  while  in  England, 
Germany  and  Hungary  spring  work  is  retarded  as  a  result  of  wet  weather. 

SUGAR  PRODUCTION. 

The  sugar  production  of  British  India  for  1922-23,  amounts  to  3,3^7,000 
short  tons,  according  to  the  Final  General  i.iemorandum,  which  is  an  increase  of 
UU7,000  short  tons  over  the  earlier  estimate.    The  estimate  for  the  previous 
year  is  also  revised,  amounting  to  2,911,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  the 
previous  estimate  of  2,903,0*10  short  tons. 

T7orld  sugar  production  according  to  reports  received  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  including  the  increases  for  British  India,  is  nor;  estimated  at  20,- 
900,607  short  tons  for  1922-23  as  compared  with  the  previous  estimate  of 
20,^53,607  tons;  and  for  1921-22,  20,267,255  short  tons,  instead  .of  20,259,895 
tons  as  previously  reported.    The  production  of  1922-23  is  accordingly  now 
estimated  to  be  3  VeT  cent  greater  than  the  1921-22  crop. 

7?illett  and  Gray  report  on  April  5  an  estimate  of  the  world  sugar  production 
which  is  5814,221  short  tons  greater  than  last  year.    This  estimate  amounts  to 
20,393,32^  short  tons,  which  is  275,520  short  tons  greater  than  their  estimate 
of  March  1.    The  increase  in  British  India  is  the  most  important  factor  in  this 
increase  in  estimate.    A  slight  increase  is  reported  in  the  estimate  of  the 
Barbados  production  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  estimate  of  the  total  production 
of  beet  sugar. 

Cuban  sugar  production  for  1922-23,  according  to  the  Journal  of  Commerce 
of  New  York*  quoting  the  Cuban  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  amounts  to  U, 181,023 
short  tons.    A  qualifying  statement  is  added  that  this  figure  may  later  be  reduced 
to  about  3,920,000  short  tons. 

The  estimate  quoted  by  "illett  and  Gray- for  Cuba  amounts  to  U,U80t000"  short 
tons  as  compared  frith  U,  1+76,000  short  tons  last  year.    Actual  Cuban  sugar  produc- 
tion up  to  the  end  of  ;.iarch,  based  on  reports  on  grinding  received  by  TTillett  and 
Gray  amounts  to  2,733,6lU  short  tons  as  compared  "1th  a  production  of  only 
2,225,391  short  tons  up  to  the  same  date  last  year. 
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THE  CORN  -SITUATION. 

Torld  production  of  corn  during  the  last  year  is  S  per  cent  less  than  the 
year  before.    Production  for  16  countries  for  which  comparable  figures  are  availab". 
including  those  in  the  northern  hemisphere  reporting  for  1922  and^in  the  southern 
. ni!r5*f  reP°^ing  for  the  year  1921-22,  amounts  to  3^26,222,000  bushels,  -hich 
is  2^3,000,000  bushels  or  S  per  cent  less  than  the  crop  of  the  same  countries  in 
wie  year  before,  but  only  11,000,000  bushels,  or  3/ 10  per  cent,   less  than  the 
average  production  for  the  five  years  preceding  the  war. 

A  smaller  crop  in  the  United  States  accounts  for  17S.000.000  bushels  of  this 
decrease^ in  1922  as  compared  with  1921;  Argentina  5^,000,000  bushels  and  Italy  and 
Yugoslavia  38,  000. 000  bushels.    The  countries  reporting  increased  -oroduction  "are 
France,  Spain,  Austria  and  Hungary. 

The  acreage  planted  to  corn  in  Argentina  for  the  1922-23  crop  is  officially 
foLim?;e    t0  te  7'S5°.750  acres,  which  is  6  per  cent  more  than  the  area  planted  in 

The  corn  yield  per  acre  for  Argentina,  however,  is  expected  to  be  smaller 
?ear  as  a  result  of  the  drought  which  prevailed  during  their  summer  months.  Ho 
oiiicial  forecast  or  estimate  is  yet  available  as  to  the  probable  harvest  this  year 

reports  of  the  condition  indicate  a  small  crop.    Forecasts  of  the  probable 
exportable  surplus  of  Argentina  vary  from  1+9,000.000  bushels  as  reported  by  the 
Anglo-South  American  Bank  to  112,000,000  bushels  as  reported  by  Broomhall.  The 
exportable  surplus  for  the  year  1921-22  was  off icially  estimated  at  the  beginning 
of  that  season  at  110,000,000  bushels.    Actual  exports  from  the  beginning  of  the^ 
season,  May  1,  up  to  January  22,  I923,  were  reported  to  be  101,000,000  bushels.

166,000,000  bushels 
in  1922,  an  increase,  of  3^,000,000  bushels/ or  26  per  cent.    Prior  to  the  war 
Argentina  led  in  corn  exports,  and  held  first  rank  again  in  19IP  and  1920..

PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 

production  of  all  cereals  in  Belgium  in  1922  was  smaller  than  in  1921, 
pxcept  oats.    Rye,  their  most  important  cereal,  amounts  to  18, 38'-;, 000  "bushels  this 
year",  which  is  Ik  per  cent  less  than  last  year.    Tftieat,  which  ranks  next  in 
importance,  amounts  to  10,615,000  "bushels,  which  is  27  per  cent  less  than  last 
year.    Oats  production  was  35,783,000  "bushels,  a  slightly  larger  crop  than  that  of 
the  previous  year. 

Potato  production  in  Belgium  in  1922  was  twice  as  large  as  that  of  last 
year,  "being  estimated  at  lUU,1453, 0C0  "bushels. 

The  world  consumption  of  American  cotton  during  the  six  months  ending 
January  31,  1923,  amounted  to  6,233,000  running  bales,  according  to  a  cablegram 
from  the  representative  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  London 
quoting  the  report  of  the  International  Federation  of  Master  Cotton  Spinners' 
and  Manufacturers'  Associations.     This  is  U3^,000  "bales  more  than  the  consumption 
reported  "by  the  same  authority  for  the  six  months  ending  January  ^1,  1922. 

The  world  mill  stocks  of  American  cotton  on  February  1,   1923.  amounted 
to  2,621,000  bales,  according  to  the  same  report,  against  2,U91,0CO  bales  on  the 
corresponding  date  last  year.    Those  figures  for  stocks  are  exclusive  of  Germany 
for  which  present  figures  are  not  available.     The  stocks  of  American  cotton  in 
American  mills  -.?ere  1,908,000  bales  as  compared  -:ith  1,585,000  bales  last  year. 

Rice  dealers  in  Indo  China  are  urging  the  French  Government  to  encourage 
the  use  of  rice  in  France  as  a  substitute  for  wheat  in  carrying  out  the  decree 
establishing  a  minimum  milling  percentage  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  wheat 
flour  and  specifying  substitutes  which  must  be  employed. 

'The  meat  exnort  industry  of  Australia  is  subsidized  by  the  Commonwealth 
Government  by  granting  shippers  T[h  pence  (l/2>0  per  pound  on  all  meat  export, 
reports  the  American  Consul,  '.Talter  T.  Costello,  of  Newcastle,  New  South  TJales. 
The  cost  of  treating  meat  in  the  packing  houses  and  ocean  freight  rates  of  .the 
Commonwealth  Steamship  Line  have  been  reduced  to  assist  in  reviving  the  export 
trade  with  the  United  Kingdom. 

A  Bill  in  the  South  African  House  of  As s emb ly  has  passed  its  second 
reading  for  the  purpose  of  granting  a  Government  subsidy  of  1/2  penny  (1;) 
per  pound  on  exported  beef  and  l/U  penny  (l/2c0  per  pound  on  exported  live 
stock.     The  bounty  will  be  given  to  owners  of  meat  and  live  stock  who  will  be  in 
the  majority  of  cases  the  cold  storage  companies  that  have  undertaken  to 
cooperate  with  the  Government. 

Exports  of  henequen  from  the  Mexican  peninsula  of  Yucat an  during  February 
1923  totaled  US, 273  bales,  as  compared  with  21,082  bales  for  the  same  month 
of  1922,  and  77,531  bales  for  February  1921,  according  to  the  American  Trade 
Commissioner  at  Mexico  City.    The  price  of  Progresso  to  producers,  remained 
firm  at  $0,0U  per  pound.    The  production  of  henequen  is  the  leading  industry 
of  Yucatan.    Henequen  fiber  is  used  mostly  in  the  manufacture  of  binder  twine.

One  of  the  factors  wfcicfc  may  partially  ac- 
count for  this  is  the  difference  in  the  purchasing  termsc 

The  European  purchaser  buys  Argentine  corn  under  a  guarantee  as  to 
quality  and  conditions,  and  is  allowed  a  discount  on  all  corn  which  doss  not 
meet  the  requirements,    American  sellers,  on  the  other  hand,  assume  no  respon- 
sibility for  the  condition  of  the  corn  beyond  the  uort  of  exucrc. 

It  is  also  known  that  Argentina  kilndries  corn  intended  for  export,  thus 
reducing  the  moisture  content  and  lessening  the  possibility  of  deterioration  by 
heating.    It  is  also  stated  that  the  Eurooean  buyers  show  a  preference  for 
Argentine  corn  due  to  a  belief  in  its  superior  nutritive  value*

COTTOIT  VARIETIES  IK  PERU 

Important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  varieties  of  cotton  grown  in 
Peru  in  recent  years.     It  is  estimated  that  in  1922  60  per  cent  of  the  total 
crop  was  of  the  Tanguic  variety,  whereas  in  1919.  Suave  cotton  was  the  most 
important  variety,  constituting  3^  Per  cent  of  the  whole  crop  and  Mitafifi  ranked 
second,  constituting  25  per  cent  while  Tangais  ranked  third,  amounting  to  only 
19  per  cent  of  the  total.    Other  varieties  included  Pull  Rough,  9  per  cent;  Semi 
Rough,  S  per  cent;  and  other  carieties,  5  Per  cent.

HEW  CONTAINER  FOR  SHIPPING  FRUIT

A  new  case  for  use  in  exporting  fruit,  the  invention  of  an  Australian 
in  close  touch  for  many  years  with' .the  fruit  "business,  is  being  tried  in  a 
shipment  of  500  cases  of  apples  now  going  forward  from  Melbourne  to  London. 
The  case  is  known  as  the  "air  free"  case,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  help 
to  solve  the  problems  of  ventilation  and  bruising.     In  construction  the  case 
resembles  the  ordinary  standard  case  except  that  the  sides  consist  of  three 
slats,  the  top  and  bottom  slats  being  twice  as  thick  as  the  middle  one.  The 
difference  in  the  thicknesses  makes  a  groove  running  the  length  of  the  case, 
along  which,  when  the  fruit  is  stacked,  air  can  pass  so  freely  that  the  use 
"dunnage"  "between  the  tiers  of  the  stack  is  rendered  unnecessary  and  much 
time  and  labor  saved.    Farther,  the  thickness  of  the  slats  which  help  to  form 
the  corners  gives  such  strength  at  the  corners  that  there  is  claimed  to  "be  no 
possibility  of  the  case  breaking  open, or  of  strain  bruising  the  fruit  inside.
